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FOREWORD 


St. James’s Auctions is pleased to offer items from the Studio of Stuart Devlin in our March sale 2022. The 
collection comprises of a good number of Australian coins which he designed alongside a group from The 
Royal Ladies Collection, commissioned in 1992. Here we offer the portrait photographs taken by Devlin of 
the Royal Ladies (The Queen Mother, Princess Margaret, Princess Anne and Diana), as well as the plaster casts 
which Devlin produced from these images, and finally we offer the resulting coins (lots 7 — 12). Following the 
Australian coins, we offer a group of British coins from Devlin’s personal collection, as well as further plaster 
casts which he used to create coins, and the resulting coins themselves. Particular highlights include a superb set 
‘Great British Prime Ministers’ comprised of six 22ct. gold medals designed by Stuart Devlin of the six prime 
minters between 1676 and 1965 (Walpole, Pitt the Elder, Pitt the Younger, Disraeli, Gladstone, Churchill) (lot 
30), and the plaster casts which Devlin used to create some of his iconic deigns, including the plaster used for 
Churchill’s portrait in the previous lot (lot 29) and the one used for the Common Seal of the Greater London 
Council (lot 31). Devlin also amassed a collection of world items including another plaster, this one used for the 
Republic of Singapore’s fifty cent reverse featuring the lionfish (lot 46). 


The second part of the sale includes a superb collection of coins from ancient times to the present. Firstly, the 
ancient section includes two nice gold coins from Constantinople, a solidus and a histamenon nomisma (lots 50 
and 51), these are followed by a good selection of Islamic coins including the extremely rare Abbasid, al-Nasir 
(575-622h), gold dinar, from Daquga (lot 61). 


Among the British coins we are pleased to offer the unique penny of Harold II with a new moneyer Godric, of 
which there was no example in the Chew Valley hoard (lot 74). Also on offer is a Henry VI noble from York 
(lot 76) and a Victoria ‘Jubilee’ five pounds, 1887, certified and graded by NGC as Mint State 62 (lot 94) as well 
as a George V proof crown, 1932 certified and graded by PCGS as Proof 65, no examples are graded higher 
(lot 117). The British section also features a good group of Maundy coins from James II to Elizabeth II (lots 
121-192). From Alderney, we are pleased to offer a group of gold proof ten pounds, 2020 with the famous and 
highly collectible three graces reverse (lots 194-197). 


In the World coins section, we are pleased to offer a selection of British trade dollars from 1896 to 1930 (lots 
212 — 239). Following this, the catalogue features an extremely rare and highly important Chinese vault protector 
coin, in the name of the Emperor Xian Feng (lot 243). The piece would have been hung in the Treasury of the 
Mint as a charm to ward off disaster and evil, resulting in good fortune. This is followed by a further group of 
Chinese gold and silver coins, including many ‘pandas’ in various denominations (lots 244 — 280). 


The medal section includes a small George IV coronation medal (lot 413), as well as the extremely rare Russian 
Catherine the Great medal marking the Inauguration of the Peter the Great Monument in St. Petersburg, struck 


in silver (lot 444). Also on offer is the USA Hawaii, The Royal Hawaiian Agricultural Society, established 1850, 
silver medal (lot 447). The sale concludes with a group of banknotes (lots 448 — 454).

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NUMISMATIC IiEMS PROM THE STUDIO OF STUART DEVEIN 
STUART DEVLIN, AO, CMG (1931-2018) 


The late HRH The Prince Philip, Duke of Edinburgh wrote the foreword to Stwart Devlin, Designer - Goldsmith - Silversmith 
(2017). It began, ‘Stuart Devlin was probably the most original and creative goldsmith and silversmith of his time, and one 
of the greats of all time’. He was also a superb sculptor and at one stage was even thinking about making a career as a fine 


artist. This portfolio of skills was amazing, but he stumbled upon another aged 32 — designing coins. His personal collection 
of coins mainly comprising of those he designed, are now being sold by The Estate of Stuart Devlin. 


Born in 1931, at the tender age of 13 Devlin’s aim was to become an art teacher specialising in metalwork. This was achieved 
age 21 at Wangaratta Technical School, which he regarded as being ‘banished to the bush’. In 1956 Devlin moved to Melbourne 
and started teaching at Prahran Technical Art School. He combined his lecturing with part-time study at the Royal Melbourne 
Technical College. Within one year he gained a diploma of art in gold and silversmithing, normally a three-year full-time 
course, with the highest marks ever awarded. This accomplishment resulted in a two-year travelling scholarship. He persuaded 
London’s Royal College of Art (RCA) to let him undertake its silversmithing course in two as opposed to three years. At the 
RCA from 1958 to 1960, he left with two degrees, one in silversmithing, the other in industrial design. 


Deylin’s success at the RCA resulted in his being awarded a Harkness fellowship. He chose Colombia University in New York 
as his base. Initially he pursued silversmithing, but then turned his attention to sculpture, which resulted in a one-man show 
at the Thibaut Gallery in Madison Avenue, New York. A condition of Devlin’s travelling scholarship was that afterwards he 
should complete his teaching contract in Australia. He returned in 1963 and was appointed inspector of art schools for the 
state of Victoria. However, he detested the role as he realised that as a teacher he could put his ideas immediately into action, 
but as an inspector it would take years. He resigned after three months and began lecturing at Melbourne University. 


The highly respected Joe Burke, professor of fine art at Melbourne asked Devlin if he would be interested in joining a group 
of well-known designers to compete for the creation of Australia’s decimal coinage. He nearly declined as he considered 
designing coinage was a graphic design matter and he was a sculptor, but he felt he had nothing to lose, particularly as the 
government paid participants a handsome sum. The group met monthly with the Treasury officials. Their patrons as well 
as their peers reviewed each participant's designs. Initially the much older and more experienced participants slated Devlin’s 
work, which featured aspects of Australia’s industry. 


This was a depressing experience for Devlin until a rapport developed and it was realised that members of the group were 
helping each other. His final designs, which featured Australia’s fauna, won. They broke new ground as the designs were an 
integral part of the flans (the surfaces of the coins) as opposed to images placed on the flans. With the exception of the one 
and two cent pieces, which were withdrawn in 1992 because of their lack of purchasing power, they remained in circulation 
at Devlin’s death. Devlin went on to design coins for some thirty countties. 


However, this was not his main career. While supervising the cutting of the dies for the coinage at London’s Royal Mint, in 
1964, with his £8,000 competition winnings, he purchased a small house in Clerkenwell and established a workshop in the 
basement. At the time his only commission was for the mace for the University of Melbourne. However, the business soon 
began to gain momentum and he had to recruit craftsmen and establish workshops to meet the demand. He was pivotal 
in the Renaissance of British silver post World War IH. His bringing ‘out of the box’ creativity to silversmithing influenced 
generations of British smiths to be innovative. 


The lots to be offered range from Stuart Devlin’s ‘schoolboy collection of coins to six gold medals of Great British Prime 
Ministers made in 1966 for Medallioners Limited. Masterpieces in Silver— The Royal Ladies a set of five medallions he designed for 
the Australian Mint in 1992 to mark the 40" anniversary of the accession of HM Queen Elizabeth II and the Commonwealth 
Games Federation. A set of the hand carved portrait plasters by Stuart Devlin for the medallions will also be offered. Before 
these could be carved, photographs were taken by Devlin at individual sittings with the Royal Ladies (excepting the Queen as 
her traditional portrait by Raphael Maklouf was used). The photography took place at Buckingham Palace prior to the State 
Banquet for President Mubarak of Egypt on 23 July 1991.

As Stuart Devlin was Australian, the sale will begin with his Australian coinage, before turning to British and world items, 
including medals. We feel it appropriate to list the coins by date, as opposed to our usual listing by denomination, to reflect 
the life and career of ‘one of the greats of all time’.

The five portraits in the following lot are the originals sculpted by Stuart Devlin in plaster for his 
1991 commission ‘Masterpieces in Silver — The Royal Ladies Collection’, a set of twenty five dollar coins 
for the Royal Australian Mint where they were to form the reverse design. The set was to commemorate 
the 40" anniversary of the accession of Her Majesty Queen Elizabeth II and the Commonwealth Games 
Federation. There is no plaster of Her Majesty the Queen as the obverse design for all the coins in the 
set was the traditional portrait of by Raphael Maklouf. 


Including Sarah, Duchess of York, the set - commissioned in 1991 - was originally intended to include 
Sarah, Duchess of York among the Royal Ladies. However, following her separation from Prince Andrew, 
her coin was dropped from the series. 


A group of five sculpted coin portraits, by Stuart Devlin, each approx. 85mm., each show an alignment 
mark above the head (SD pp. 270-273), the group comprises of: Her Majesty Queen Elizabeth, The 
Queen Mother (1900-2002), bust +, wearing tiara, drop earring and necklace; Princess Margaret, 
Countess of Snowdon (1930-2002), bust 1, wearing tiara, drop earring and pearl necklace; Princess 
Anne, Her Royal Highness The Princess Royal (1950-), bust t., wearing tiara and drop earring; Diana, 
Princess of Wales (1961-1997), bust r., wearing tiara, drop earring and necklace; Sarah, Duchess of 
York (1959-), bust 1., wearing tiara in bouffant hair and necklace, with accompanying studio portrait, 425 x

BRITISH MEDALLIONS AND PLASTER MODELS 


Sit Winston Churchill (1874-1965), Prime Minister, 1940-1945, 1951-1955, the artist’s original large 
plaster model [1966], by Stuart Devlin, signed SD, for a medal from a set of six gold medals of Prime 
Ministers, head of Churchill 1, WINSTON CHURCHILL 1874 — 1965 around, 305mm. (SD p.298; cf 
Engstrom 66), minor stains and handling marks £300-500 


The set of six gold medals featured portraits of Robert Walpole, Pitt the Elder, Pitt the Younger, Disraeli, Gladstone and 
Churchill. The reverse showed the crowned portcullis of Westminster with the inscription ‘PRIME MINISTER OF GREAT 
BRITAIN’. The set, issued in 1966 (see following lot), was struck in 22ct. gold and carried the London Hallmark of Gerald 
[Adrian Sallis] Benney, CBE (1930-2008). The case of issue has the name ‘Medallioners Limited’ on the inner lid. Sold with 
two photographs of Churchill, supplied to Devlin from Central Press Photos Ltd, to help him with the commission.

The vault protector coin has an ancient history dating back over a thousand years, starting in the Southern Tang during 
the Five Dynasties and the Ten Kingdoms period (907-979). A non-circulating large heavy coin, such amulets were 
designed to be hung in the Treasury of the Mint as a charm to ward off disaster and evil while ensuring good fortune. 
The Treasury had a spirit hall for offerings to the gods of the Chinese pantheon and vault protector coins would be 
hung there with red silk and tassels for the Chinese god of wealth. The tradition is probably more widespread now 


than ever with the issue of annual proof coins for today’s collectors. 


The two similar examples of the Xian Feng vault protector coin in Chinese museums (Leizhou and the Palace 
Museum, Beijing) do not have secure provenance before 1950. However, the example offered here has provenance 
firmly in the time of the Min Guo (Chinese Republic). 


Sir James Haldane Stewart Lockhart KCMG 1858 — 1937 was a British Colonial administrator serving in Hong Kong 
and China. He joined the Hong Kong government in 1882 and became Registrar General and Colonial Secretary of 
Hong Kong, Later he became Commissioner of Weihaiwei between 1902-1927. Upon his retirement, he returned to live 
in Britain. As a student and collector, he had already published his coin collection in Shanghai in 1915. ’This publication, 
The Stewart Lockhart Collection of Chinese Copper Coins, was a faitly comprehensive catalogue and for many yeats was one 
of the standard reference works on the subject in English. This vault protection coin is not included which may indicate 


that he had not acquired it at the time of his catalogue’s publication. Lockhart visited China again in the early 1930s. 
On his death in 1937 his collections were given to his old school, George Watson Academy in Edinburgh, Scotland. 
In the 1970s the school rationalised their holding of these collections and archives, loaning photographs and other 
attwork to several Scottish institutions. However, there were no takers for the coins so it was decided to sell them 
privately via Spink & Son of London. The collection was dispersed over the next few years, this piece being sold to the 
present owner in about 1975.

Who had settled in Venice in the early 16th century. He built a palace on the Grand Canal which was decorated by II 
Pordenone (Giovanni Antonio de’ Sacchis). The family were great patrons of the arts and were probably introduced 
to Leoni by Titian. Leoni was to produce medals of Martino, Giovanni, Daniele (a second son) and Paolo. The family 


name is variously recorded as De Hanna, d’Anna and van Haanen. 


The reverse depicting Lucretia Borgia was originally made as a uniface medal (Pollard [2007] 121). The patination on 
the obverse tends to hide the sharpness of the portrait of Alfonso. The example of the medal in the British Museum 


is from the collection of George III.

Bresci 
claimed it was to avenge the Bava Beccaris massacre of May 1898 in Milan. The medal is understood to have been 
issued in conjunction with a book, In Memoria di Umberto I. Corona fiinebre, published in Santiago in 1901.

Utrecht had surrendered to French forces in 1672, during the so-called Rampjaar, or Dutch ‘year of disaster. It 
regained its liberty on the 13th November 1673, having paid 200,000 ryksdalers to the French.

Rifleman John William Doherty of the 3rd Bn., 3" New Zealand Rifle Brigade, embarked from New Zealand on 27 
May 1916 and was to die of wounds, aged 30 on 7 November, 1918, just four days before the Armistice. He is buried 
at the Abbeville Communal Cemetery Extension and his name is on the Auckland War Memorial and in the Book of 
Honour of the Borough of Onehunga. Abbeville was headquarters of the Commonwealth lines of communication 
and several Stationary Hospitals were stationed there variously from October 1914 to January 1920. Doherty was a 
miner at the time he enlisted — he left a widow, Mrs Beryl Doherty of Kenney Street, Waihi (later Mrs. Beryl Pascoe, 
Palmerston Road, Gisborne, New Zealand). 


The 3rd Bn., 3 New Zealand Rifle Brigade saw action on the Western Front at the Somme in 1916, Messines and 
Passchendaele in 1917 and in the Spring Offensive and Advance to Victory in 1918.

The famous ‘Bronze Horseman’ is the work of Etienne Maurice Falconet (1716-1791), who was invited to Russia 
by Catherine in 1766. The lengthy work was achieved with the help of his assistant Emelyan Khailov and his pupil 
and step-daughter, Marie-Anne Collot. It is believed that it is she who modelled the head. When it came to the 
inauguration by Catherine, on 7 August 1782, Falconet had returned to France, however he was sent two specimens of 
this medal, one in gold and one silver. 


In the curious way of Russian medals, this same medal was struck in 8 varieties, in 5 sizes and involving 6 medallists. 


An example of the largest (80.5mm.) and extremely rare silver medal was recently sold in Monte Carlo by MDC 
Monnaies de Collection sarl, 29 October 2020, lot 1045 and realised €19,000). 


Spain, Philip IT (1527-1556-1598), cast bronze medal, 1557, by Gianpaolo Poggini, on his accession to the 
throne, armoured bust |, PHILIPPVS D G ET CAR V AVG PAT BENIGNIT HISP REX 155[7], rev.

The recipient would seem to be a relative of the famous botanist William [Wilhelm] Hillebrand (1821-1886), who spent 
many years in Hawaii and Honolulu. The Royal Hawaiian Agricultural Society was established in 1850 to promote 
agricultural enterprise in Hawaii. The Society presented medals annually to the best in each category of a juried 
exhibition of Hawaiian agricultural products and the earlier 1850-dated medals were produced at the United States 
Mint, with the last minted in 1857. The medals were originally ordered by the Society through the agency of a Mr. 
Marshall of Massachusetts. At the Society’s request, Marshall contacted James Ross Snowden, director of the Mint, 
who forwarded the request to the Department of the Treasury where approval was granted on the condition that the 
medals were to be made after regular Mint hours. The number of specimens either minted or presented is unknown.

The Treasury had a spirit hall for offerings to the gods of the Chinese 
pantheon and vault protector coins would be hung there with red silk and tassels for the Chinese god of wealth. The
